ARROWHEAD HISTORIANS 
GET HAND-MADE WAGON 





High up in the mountain lake 
region the Lake Arrowhead His- 
torical Society is marking trails 
| and historic’ spots in its work of 
perpetuating the ideals of the rug- 
ged and sturdy pioneers who set- 
tled the district. 

Recently the organization has 
brought to the village of Lake Ar- 
rowhead an old hand-made wagon, 
fashioned out of native woods and 
it is estimated that the vehicle is 
scores of, years old and was used } 
long before the Mormons treked 
from Salt Lake to found the city 
of San Bernardino. 

At its annuad meeting the His- 
torical Society made arrangements 
to have the relic placed on public 
exhibition.

One of the most normal ambitions in this 
world is that cherished by the people who 
would like to own a home place and a little 
land of their own. It promotes every kind 
of health development. The people who ac- 
complish this purpose avoid much expense. 
They become practical, so that they do for 
themselves many things that in different con- 
ditions would cost them much money. They 
do not have to shout for a plumber or car- 
penter every time some little thing about the 
house goes wrong. 

Furthermore, it is much cheaper to bring 
up a family where one owns his home and 
has some land around it- Much of the ex- 
pense for these youngsters can be saved by 
the home garden and poultry yards, and chil- 
dren can do much of the work on the same.

Popularizing Deuce Note 
(San Bernardino Telegram) 

The two-dollar bill, since time immemorial, 
has been a symbol of bad Iuck to the wooers 
of fortune. In more recent years it has proved 
an ill omen to the United States treasury de- 
partment. It is a denomination without a 
devotee. 

A year or two ago the government found 
the two-pot in such wide disfavor as to war- 
rant a considerable curtailment of its pro- 
duction by the department of printing and 
engraving at Washington. That unpopular- 
ity was due both to superstition and the habit 
people had of mistaking it for a one-dollar 
note. 

Now the nation’s eurreney experts recor 
mend a return to this denomination as a fed- 
eral economy measure. The cost of printing 
one-dollar bills is the same as the cost of 
printing two-dollar bills, but two one-dollar 


bills wear out as rapidly as the two-dollar 
note, so the deuce saves the government 50 
per cent in the cost of printing. 

The life of the average greenback is seven 
months and its cost of printing is one and 
seven-tenths eents. If the government can 
stimulate the cirenlation of two-dollar bills i+ 
will effect a considerable saving as every two- 
dollar bill that is placed in circulation for 


two one-dollar bills means one less bill to 
wear out.

Fruit Not Damaged 

That the excessive heat. of 
the past week when the ther- 
mometer on one occasion 
reached a maximum of 111 de- 
grees and for several days run- 
ning topped the 100-degree 
mark apparently did-no dam 
age whatever to the coming 
orange crop in groves of the 
Ontario district, was the de 
claration here today of H. A. 
Spies, deputy county horticul 
tural inspector. 

After a careful survey of the 
district, Mr. Spies declared 
that he had been unable to 
find any heavy drop of fruit 
except in a few isolated cases | 
where he held it due to a neg , 
lected orchard and not to the| 
heat. Some dropping of fruit 
was observed, but the inspec 
tor held it to be entirely nor 
mal, 

In the late hot spell, con 
ditions differed materially 
from that of June 15, 1917, 
when the excessive heat, 116 
degrees, came without warning 
directly on the heels of an un- 
usually cool period, causing 
one of the greatest —“‘June 
drops”’ in the history of the 
district. Last week’s high 
temperature worked up to a

TOBACCO SAID CURE FOR 
iLL TURKEYS AND CHICKS 


Reformers who seek to put in- 
to oblivion the “dirty weed,’ to- 
bacco, must enlarge the scope of 
their activity and war on agri- 
cultural experts, for they are ad 
vocating that turkeys take to 
chewing tobacco according to in 
formation reaching Farm Advisor 
H. J. Wilder and Horticultural 
Commissioner John P. Coy. 

"Yhese scientists have made it 
known, it appears from special- 
ized farm literature, that tobac- 
co’s good qualities, if any, ex- 
tend to the feeding pens of tur 
keys and even chickens that de- 
velop a dread disease commonly 
called “black head.”
